DENVER (M—President Eisen- 


hower jiisclosed dramatically to- 
day-that the United States bas- 
"just agreed with a number of 
other nations to go ahead now" on 
formation—without Russia—of an 
international atomic energy pool 
for peaceful purposes. 


The President made 
the an- 


nouncement in a brief nationwide 
radio-television address prepared 
for delivery from here in connec- 
tion with ground-breaking ceremon- 
ies for the nation's first atomic 
power plant for peaceful use at 
Shippisgport, Pa 


Eisenhower did not name the 


nations joining the United States 
in creation of the international pool, 
a proposal he first made in a 
United Nations speech last Dec. 8. 
But a presidential aide at the sum- 
mer White House told newsmen 
that "among the nations" partici- 
pating M the arrangement, already 
made to go ahead immediately, are 
Great Britain, Canada, Australia, 
South Africa and France.

Flanders (R-Vt) to con- 
demn McCarthy's conduct as un- 
jecoming a senator and as tending 
to bring the Senate into disrepute. 


When the six-man group finishes 


ts report, the Senate is slated to 
ie called back into session to con- 
sider the findings. . 


Mass Of Evidence 


In 2y2 days of public hearings 


this week, before recessing until 
jiext Tuesday, the committee put 
into "its records a mass of docu- 
mentary evidence bearing on five 
categories of charges against Mc- 
Carthy. 


These charges were among 46 


specific accusations, some of them 
overlapping, filed by Flanders and 
Sens. Fulbright (D-Ark) and Morse 
;ind-Ore) in support of the censure 
•esolution. 


Whether the committee will In- 


troduce additional evidence before 
McCarthy starts big defense has 
not been decided. Watklns said the 
group's staff still waa going over 
all the charges and he has left the 
door open to take up any or nil of 
them not yet covered In the hear- 
ings. 


No Prediction* 


He told newsmen, In answer to 


a question, that the hearings could 
end next week but that he was 
not making any prediction. 


Similarly, in a separate Inter- 


view, C,ase said this was "a possi- 
bility and also a hope." He added, 
however, that no one could say 
definitely, partly because the na- 
ture of McCarthy's defense was 
not known. 


Edward B. Williams, 
McCar- 


thy's lawyer, has said that "we'll 
be ready to go on Tuesday" If the 
committee has advanced to the 
point then of accepting defense 
testimony. 


A "Fair Group" 


Watklns declined to say how long 


the committee would need to pre- 
pare a report for the Senate and 
Case said, "I don't have any idea 
on that." 


Watkins, at a news conference 


yesterday, described the commit- 
tee as "as fair a group as you can 
find in the Senate." 


"I don't find any prejudice in 


the committee against Sen. Mc-

We shall proceed now— 
under .safeguards set forth in out- 
law—to share atomic technology 
with others of good will. 


"We have just agreed with a 


number of other nations to go 
ahead now with the formation of 
an international agency which will 
footer the growth and spread of 
th<? new atomic technology 
for 


peaceful use."

As he proposed in his United 


Nations speech. Eisenhower said 
atomic materials — fissionable 
items and raw uranium—for proj- 
ects sponsored by the new inter- 
national agency will be set aside 
for peaceful uses. 


The preliminary steps set forth 


by the President in his speech 
were made possible under the new 
Atomic Energy Law which he 
siRned last Monday, the summer 
White House said It authorized the 
exchange with U.S. allies of certain 
atomic information.

Eisenhower said is being formed 
must be approved toy Congress be- 
fore it ban become fully operative.

DENVER W—Approved by Pres- 
dent Eisenhower, a federal project 
for the start of a major flood con- 
,rol program along the headwa- 
;ers 
of the' West Branch of the 


Susquehanna River in Pennsylvan- 
a was another step nearer reality 
today.

The plan calls for a 25-million- 


flollar start on major dams at 
Curwensville, on Kettle Creek and 
on Bald Eagle Creek at Blanchard. 


It was incorporated into the 


omnibus flood > control-navigation 
bill passed by the 83rd Congress hi 
the closing days of its session after 
jot disputes between backers and 
opponents of the plan had been 
heard by a Senate 
committee. 


President Eisenhower signed the 
bill into law on Friday. It does 
not, however, appropriate the nec- 
essary money; that will have to 
be done later. 


Other Pennsylvania projects in- 


cluded in the bill are: 


Deepening the Delaware River 


shipping channel from 
Philadel- 


phia to Trenton. N. J., at a total 
cost of $91,389,000; 


Control of beach erosion 
at 


Presque Isle, near Erie, to cost 
$2,006,000r 


Erie Harbor channel work, $174,- 


000, and a start on flood control 
work for Sandy Lick Cr^ek, near 
ReynoIdsvUle, at a cost of $570,000. 


While it was not the largest 


Pennsylvania appropriation in the 
bill, the Susquehanna River flood 
control project drew the most at- 
tention in the Keystone State. Res- 
idents of the area lined up behind 
two differing plans for the work 
and argued it out in the Senate 
committee rooms. 


In the end, the committee backed 


the big-dams plan, and this in turn 
was approved by the Senate and 
the House. 


Some Opposed Plan 


Opponents had contended that 


it was too costly, that, it would 
inundate too much valuable land, 
and the flood control work could 
be done as effectively by a series 
of smaller dams- 


The U. S. Army Engineers, who 


plan and direct federal flood con- 
trol work, now must determine 
which phase of the West Branch 
program to tackle first, and pre- 
pare plans to start the task after 
Congress appropriates the neces- 
ary funds. 


Meanwhile the Commonwealth of 


Pennsylvania is going ahead in- 
dependently with another phase of 
the same problem, construction of 
a 9 million dollar dam on the First 
Ford of Sinnemahoning Creek an- 
other Susquehanna tributary, in 
Cmercon County.

232 KILLED ON 
NATION'S ROADS

The number of traffic fatalities 


for the 76-hour Labor Day week- 
end was running: behind the year's 
daily average and short of last 
year's figures, but the National 
Safety Council read into a Sunday 
nifrht upswing an indication that— 


'Our prediction of 390 dead will 


be awfully, awfully close." 


With almost 60 hours of the sum- 


mer's last long holiday weekend 
gone, the death toll, was: traffic 
232, drowning 46, miscellaneous ac- 
cidents 45—total 323. 


Ned H. Dearborn, President of 


the National Safety Council, took 
little comfort from a comparison 
with an average of &1 fatalities 
every 24 hours this year up to 
Aug. 
1 in highway accidents, or 


with a test period's figures. 


An Associated Press survey of 


a similar 78-hour period (6 p.m. 
Friday to midnight Monday) for 
the non-holiday weekend of Aug. 
20-23, listed 346 traffic deaths, 43 


drowned, 104 deaths in a variety 
of accidents for. a total of 499. 


Rather, Dearborn pointed out, 


"the upswing in traffic death* Sun- 
day Is especially alarming because 
this is the day in the middle of 
the holiday when the tolls usually 
remain relatively low. Unless the 
rate Is checked by careful driving, 
the toll may even exceed our esti- 
mate 'when the big rush of motor- 
ists returning .home begins Mon- 
day." 


The mounting toll, although still 


far short of the 1951 all-time record 
for Labor Day—401 traffic and 868 
from all accidents—bucked special 
efforts by many states and by 
President Eisenhower. 


The President, appalled at the 


National Safety Council's estimate, 
had appealed to the nation's dri- 
vers to drive carefully and slowly 
and "fool the experts."

Foster Dulles told the conference, 
"for the free nations to attempt 
to maintain or support formidable 
land-foased forces at every danger 
point throughout the world would 
be self-destructive."

United States Department of Agri- 
culture and several state experiment 
stations have been studying certain 
virus disease complexes in straw- 
berry plants. These virus diseases 
cause a weakening of the plant, poor 
runner production and low yields. 
Some plants when severely infected 
produce no runners. 


The failure of strawberry plants to 


grow and produce goocl crops of fruit 
In some home plantings is largely a 
result of the" virus diseases. Success 
with everbearers particularly has 
been difficult for many and this we 
feel is largely due to the virus dis- 
eases. Plants that are relatively free 
of the disease as indicated by good 
vigor have produced good crops.

The secret of 
hanging draperies, for instance, is 
a simple one that is often guarded 
zealously by dasies and gentlemen 
who charge big fees for doing such 
work. Actually, all you need to know 
are these tips: 


1. Make sure the rod is even and 


straight.

fullness is of major importance— 
the fabric should be-twice the width 
you want the drapery to be when it 
is pinch-pleated. In the best ready- 
made and homemake draperies a 48- 
inch fabric, finished with Srinch 
pleats is £4 inches across the top. 


3. Each drapery , panel should
